NEWCHWANG NOTES, | 
a 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
i January Ist, 
Since wrltlng to you on Christmas Day, there 
has not'been w battle of any consequence, 
Skirmishes between scouting parties conatantly 
take place ; and a wondrous story {s told of the 
dolngs of the “ Frontier Hunters,” about 4,000 of 
whom have ceme from the north under the 
leadership of the celebrated Han Chang-sbun. 
They are well mounted, well armed, and are 
excellent mar’smen, and are reported to have 
attacked the Japancne last week at night time, 
and to have kll-d about a. thovaand of them 
with very Ilttle loss to themselves, Very little 
¢redence can be attached to this, but there Is no 
doubt If these men act as they propose to do, 
viz. keep out of sight of the enemy tn dayllebt, 
and wony them ua! night, they may be very 
troublesome to the Invaders. eer: $ 
Generel Surg with his army, which must now 
number about 40,000 men, atill occurtes the 
villages north, north-west, snd oorth-east of us. 
We can see anme soldiers and tents a few miles 
‘off, and suppties of ammunition and grain are 
constantly prasing through the settlement, On 
the last day of the old year, we could hear con- 
stant firlog from both smal! and terge gong, which 
was eviden'ly taking p'ace a few miles to the 
Horth-east of us At first we thought o battle 
~ was belong fought, but soon scouts brovght fn the 
. ‘Mews thal Genesal Sung was training hls soldiers, 
and testing some ‘guns, which bad recently 
auived fom Tientuin. The big guns at‘the 
south-west fort were also being fired, so we have 
someth] »g to interest us, and prevent us sleeping 
too much this winter, 
‘The J spanese northern army has captured and 
{s forthlyIng the town ef Anshanchang, which Ip 
abont half-way between Haiché ig and Linoyang. 
They’ s {ll continue to stren-then the fors at 
Haichéng, We have heard no really rellable 
news of the movements of the southern army, 
who are reported by some to have gone east, 
Probably ty thle time they will bave Joloed 
Marshal Vamogata's forces, fdr the advance on 
Moukden, Between which clty and Linoyang 
there must. be at least 50,000 Chinese and Mane 
chu troops, With this large army at Moukden, 
and Sung's army at Tlenchwanatal, the Chinese 
ought to be able to offer some resistance to the

It Ie Interesting to watch the troops, from time 
totime, marching through the settlement, They 
pass along the narrow roadway between H:B, 
M.'s Consulate and thé bows of the gunboats. 
On the one side gally and comfortably dreasred 
soldiers, with a beautlfal white bull's eye on the 
front and back of thelr antforms, which must 
‘prove very convenient targets for the enemy, 
flags fying, trompets braying, and here and 
there a mounted officer; on the other side the 
earthworks, round the gunboats with the sentries 
marching up and down, and the officers on the 
alert, ready for any emergency. Above the 
earthworks can be seen the main batteries and 
machine guns, ard high above all, In the fighting 
tops, there sre three nasty locking but very 
useful machine cuns, In additton, there are also 
three machine guns mounted on casrlages, ready 
for service In avy part of the settlement, so people 
need not be surp:ired that we feel secure, and 
have been able to spend » very plessant Christ. 
mas, Our ovael New Year's Ball took place, and 
was thoroughly enjoyed, and{n wishing exch other 
a Happy New Year, we one and all trast thet 
wermry have ceased, before many months 
move, a9 althoanh ft is interesting, it ts awful to 
think of the suffering .golng on all round ug. 
From ef! sides we hear of «great poverty and 
dis'vess amongst the people, and from towns 
and villages the residente.are fleelng, tightened 
of thelr own soldiers and of the enemy.

On the 29'h ult. the river at last froze over, 
and to-day the natlves are crossing In thodsends 
fo the extensive reed marsh on the other side. 
Quickty overpowering the owner and his 
asglstants they are quietly stealing thousands of 
burdies of reeds, and these will be used for fuel, 
instead of making them into mats, The owner 
appealed {n vain tothe Taot:i for help ; it would 
have been a very difficult task to prevent. the 
poor people carrying out thelr designe, as every, 
man and boy seemed to be engaged In the task, 
Thle will help to thde over the distress of the 
next few months, as little or on millet stalk is 
comtng into the markel. : 

From eye-witnesses and others a fairly 
scenrate sccourt of the battle of Kang- 
wangteal Is obtainable. General Sune, after 
leaving Kelchou, retired to the. villege of 
Kangwangteaf, where, as quickly as possible, 
he threw up earth and snow works, On 
the r8tb of December bis scouts came across 
those of the enemy and a few shots were 
exchanged. ‘Next day the main body of the 
enemy advanced and offered battle to the 
Chinese, General Sunp’s army, numbering 
about 17,$00, was arranged {n three divisions, 
In the village itself General Sung took up his 
position, and directed the movements, General 
Ma with 3,500 men was with him, General 
Lia with 7,300 men occupled: a good position 
about ¢wo miles to the\north of the villare, and 
the heavy artillery waj7about the same distance 
tothe south-cast. Ths Japanese were first seen 
at 8 am.advancing from the east, and the heavy 
guns opened fire on them when two and three 
miles distant, Although soms of the fire was 
well directed, the Japanese held thelr ground, 
and when themala body, numbering about 10,000 
men were «een, about noon, steadily advancing, 
General Sung ordered the artillery to retire, 
fearing the capture of the guns, General Liu with 
bis troops also fell back on the fortifications 
round Kangwanctsal. In the afternoon the 
Japanese bad advanced to within 2 # of the 


village, and obtained good cover In aw small. 


wood, and from that position made good use of 
thelr artillery; which quickly knocked down the 
houses and earthworks. As evening came on 
the Chtsese abandoned thelr position, and 
retired towards Tlenchwangtal; the Japanese
